NOW THEREFORE IT IS HEZREBY ORDERID, ADJUDGED, AND DRECREED AS

subdivisions in said Schedule 1; and that said lands are depicted on the

" map herein referred to as the "Division of Water Rights Map," which map was

prepared by the Division of Water Rights of the Department of Public Works of
the State of California from its surveys made in 1922, which map i= entitled,
"Map of North Cow and Oak Run Creek Watersheds Showing Diversion Systems

and Irrigated Areas, Shasta County, California, ™ which map is dated 1924, and
is filed with the records of the above entitled action as Exhibit "D" of the

report of refereec.

same for domestic and stock watering purposes, and for the irrigation of their
respective lands as described in Schedule I hersof; provided, that the
respoctive amounts of water to which said North Cow Creck Class B Users are
80 entitled shall be limited to the amounts of water beneficially used for
said purposes, and shall not exceed the maximum irrigation allotments
specified in Schedule IV horeofl.

(50th) During the first, third, fifth, seventh, ninth, el-venth,
thirteenth, filteenth, seventeenth, ninctecnth, twenty-rirst, twenty-third,
and twenty-fifth irrigation periods, tho North Cow Cresk Class B Users are
at all times entitled to divert from the natural flow of North Cow Creok and
its tributaries through their respective ditches, their respective minimum
allotments specified in Schedule VI, hereunto annexed and made a part horeof,'
for use for domestic and stock watering purposcs, and to prevent damagc which
might otherwise be caused by their ditches remaining entirely dry; Drovided,
however, that any water so diverted, over and above that consumed for said
purposes, and that necessarily lost in transportation, shall be dircctly
returned to the natural channel of Worth Cow Creck or onc of its tributarics,
in all cases where such return is rcasonably possible.

(51lst) During the second, fourth, sixth, cighth, tonth, twelfth,
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fourteenth, sixteenth, eighteenth, twentieth, twventy-second, tuenty-fourth,
and tventy-sixth irrigation periods, the North Cow Creek Class A Users arc
at all times entitled to divert from the natural flow of North Cow Creck and
its tributaries through their respactive ditches, thoir respective minimum
allotments specified in Schedule VI hereof, for use for domestic and stock
watering purposes, and to prevont deamage which might otherviise be esuscd by
their ditches remaining entirecly dry; Erovided, however, that any water so
diverted, over and above that consumed for said purposes, and that necessarily
lost in transportation, shall be directly returncd to tho natural channel of
North Cow Crecek or one of its tributeries, in all cases where such return is
reasonably possible and as hereinaftecr set forth in paragraph {58th).

(52nd) At all times during the first, third, fifth, scventh,
ninth, eleventh, thirteenth, fifteenth, seventeanth, nineteenth, twonty-first,

twenty-third, and tuenty-fifth irrigation periods, tvhen the natural flow of

North Cow Creek and its tributarics is inadequate to supply the maximum

irrigation allotmonts therefrom to the North Cow Creeck Clsss A Users, as
hereinabove provided in Paragraph (48th) and at the sarmc time supply the
minimum allotments to the North Cow Croek Class B Users as hereinabove
provided in Paragraph (50th), then, during tho continuance of such shortage,
the North Cow Creek Class A Users shall divide the net available water supply
of said North Cov Creek and its tributaries over and above the amount of vater
necessary to supply said minimum allotments, in the ratios that thoir maximun
irrigotion allotments as specified in Schedule IIT heroof, bear to the total
of their maximum irrigation allotments provided in snid Schedule ITI. The
test of the apportionment of the ratios provided for in this paragraph, in
the case of such water shortage, shall be wheother or not the North Cow Creek
Class A Users are receiving their respective ratios, at the respective
points of measurcment of their allotments as hersinafter provided in paran-
graph (62nd).

(5Z%rd) At all times dﬁring the second, fourth, sixth, eighth,

tenth, twelfth, fourtcenth, sixtecnth, eightecnth, twantieth{ tventy-second
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tuenty-fourth, and twenty-sixth irrigntion periods, whon the natural flow of
North Cow Creek and its tributaries is inadequate to supply the maximum
irrigation allotments therefrom to the North Cow Creek Class B Users, as here-
inabove provided in Paragraph (49th), and at the same time supply the minimum
allotments to the North Cow Creek Class A Users as hereinabove provided in
paragraph (5lst), then, during the continuance of such shortage, the North

Cow Creek Class B Users shall divide the net available water supply of said
North Cow Creek and its tributaries, over and above the amount of water
necesgsary  to supply said minimum allotments, in the ratios that their maximum
irrigation allotments as specified in Schedule IV hereof, bear to the total of
their maximum irrigation allotments provided in sald Schedule IV. The test of
the apportionment of the ratios provided for in this paragraph, in the case of
such shortage, shall be whether or not the North Cow Creek Class B Users are
receiving thelr respoctive ratios, at the respective points of measurement of
their allotments as hereinafter provided in paragraph (62nd).

{54th) Whenever there is a surplus of water in North Cow Cfeek and
its tributaries over and above the flow necessary to supply all of the rights
hereinabove provided, then such surplus water may be apportioned among the
parties hereto for use for domestic and stock watering purposcs and’for the
irrigation of their respectivs lands as describad in Schedule I hereof, in
the ratios that their respective total irrigated arcas, as set forth in said
Sehedule I, bear to the total of the irrigated areas included in said Schedule
I; provided, however, that the amounts of surplus water so diverted shall be
limited to the smounts of water beneficially used for said purposcs.

{55th) IT IS FURTHER ORDZR®D, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED that the
provisions of paragraphs (40th) to {54th), inclusive, horeof, shall not
apply to or restrict the uses by any of the parties, or their successors,
of the waters under the rights set forth in paragraphs (4th) to(39th),
inclusive, herecof.

(56th) IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECRZED that nothing

herein containcd shall be construed so as to prevent any of the parties hereto,

stored shall not be so operated as to interfere with the natural flow of the

that nothing herein shall be construed as limiting or restricting the right
of any party to the above entitled action to divert the waters of North Cow
Creek or its tributaries into storage during the non-irrigation season

where said ditch passes over the saddle between the North Cow Creek drainage
ares and the Mill Creek drainage area, that the allotments to the VWelch and
Strayer Ditch shall be measured at the flume crossing on the South Fork of
Mill Creek.

(63rd) IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED that the
